On Benefits Of 
Social Security 

I low s your Social Security I.Q.^ 

Do you realize that willi each pay 
check you are huildini; your credit for a 
government retirement pension after 
you reach 65 and also are buying 
yourself an inexpensive lorm of life 
insurance? 

The Berkshire l ield Office of the 
Social Security Administration points 
out that most persons have, at best, a 
rather vague notion of how the govern¬ 
ment security system operates. 

While most of us realize that the 
system provides retirement benefits, 
very few know the facts about Sur¬ 
vivors’ Insurance. 

I lere’s how the system, in general, 
operates: 

As you know, a specified amount is 
withheld from your weekly paychecks, 
and is credited toward your account. 
1 he Company, out of its own pocket, 
also contributes for you an amount 
equal to that withheld. 

Should an insured wage earner die, 
there is a good chance that his or her 
survivors will be eligible for insurance 
payments from the Social Security 
fund. 

On the basis of “currently ” insured 
status, certain types of payments are 
payable. These include children’s bene¬ 
fits, mothers' benefits, and lump-sum 
death payments. 

By “currently ” insured, the Admin¬ 
istration means this: the deceased 
person has had at least six calendar 
(juarters of coverage under the system 
during the three years just before 
death 

A lump sum death payment is made 
to certain survivors of insured wage

Hot Weather Tips 
From Safety Director 

Do you realize that a person can 
lose as much as 12 quarts of water 
through perspiration during eight hours 
of hard work> 

Hot weather brings up the age-old 
problem of excessive fatigue from high 
water loss, and Safety Director Arthur 
J. Mathews passes on these tips: 

In order to keep yourself feeling up to 
par during periods of hot weather, yoo 
must learn to compensate for the large 
amounts of water that your system is 
losing. 

Drinking of water must be frequent 
and sufficient to maintain the water 
metabolism at a normal and reasonably 
constant level. If a person is perspiring 
heavily, he must learn to drink more 
than necessary to quench his thirst. 
Simply quenching the thirst will supply 
only two-thirds of the water lost. 

Mr. Mathews also points out that 
salt tablets are available at drinking 
fountains throughout the ■ plants for 
your use. These tablets assist in keep¬ 
ing your salt level up to normal during 
warm weather.

earners. This payment ranges from a 
minimum of $75 to a maximum of $225. 

All types of benefits are paid on the 
basis of a fully in.sured status, with the 
exception that husbands' and widowers' 
monthly l>enffits arc payable only in 
cases where the deceased was both 
fully and currently insured. 

Whether a person is fully insured 
depends on the numlier of calendar 
quarters to his credit and the date on 
which he would reach age 65. 

The total monthly survivors pay 
inent which any one family can receive 
range from a minimum of $45 to a 
maximum of $168.75. 

Benefits, the F'ield Office points out, 
are not paid for any month during 
which the beneficiary earns more than 
$75 in employment which is covered by 
the Social Security act. They arc also 
not payable for a period ranging from 
one to all months of any year during 
which the beneficiary has net earnings 
from self-employment of more than 

$900. 

If you are interested in learning more 
about the Survivors’ Insurance side of 
your Social Security account, the Field 
Office, which is located at 184 North 
Street in Pittsfield, invites your in 
quiries. 

The Office says it is anxious to offer 
you all assistance possible and will 
supply you with free booklets on the 
subject.

Average Length of Life 
Has Increased 

Average length of life in the United 
States, based on experience in 1951. 
has increased to a new high of 68.5 
years, which is a gain of about 20 years 
since the turn of the century. 

I he increases have been greatest at 
the younger ages, and diminish pro¬ 
gressively with advance in age. l or ex¬ 
ample, eleven years have been added to 
the average future lifetime at age five, 
compared with a gain of nine years at 
age 20. and of five years at age 40. 

Even at age 65 the expectation of life 
ha.s increased by 2.3 years during the 
half century. As a result the average 
man reaching that age can now look 
forward to 13 additional years of lile 
and the average woman to about 15^ 
years. 

Even if no furlluir progress were 
made in reducing mortality, the statis¬ 
ticians note, only one-eighth ol the 
babies born in the United Stales in 195 I 
will fail to reach their 50th birthday. 
At the turn of the century about one in 
eight of the newborn died during the 
first year of lile. Currently the ex 
peeled age of death is almost 71 years 
for the average person who has sur¬ 
vived infancy, and nearly 75 years for 
those who have attained age 50. 

There are indications that the aver¬ 
age length of life has continued to rise 
since 1951, and based on current ex¬ 
perience is about 69 years. I’he babies 
born in the very near future, therefore, 
may be expected to have an average 
life time of ‘three score and ten years.’
